West London’s theatre scene is one to watch Here the artistic 
directors of the Orange Tree, Lyric Hammersmith and Bush 
Theatre reveal what’s in store for the new season

W est London’s theatre scene 
is currently thriving with 
three of our major venues 
- the Orange Tree, the 
Lyric and the Bush - staging some of the 
most exciting productions that the capital 
has seen in the last couple of years. All 
three venues have recently announced 
their new seasons and it’s fair to say 
2016 is shaping up very nicely for local 
theatre-lovers. 

Under Artistic Director Paul Miller, 
Richmond’s Orange Tree Theatre has 
gone from strength to 
strength in the last 18 
months, with the high 
point surely being 
Pomona , a dark and 
provocative play that 
won a deserved 
transfer to the 
National Theatre and 
has proved to be one of the most talked 
about productions of recent times. 

Miller, who took over from the 
venue’s founding artistic director Sam 
Walters in 2014, is hoping his upcoming 
season of two new plays and two 
revivals will achieve similar success to 
that which met Pomona and other 
Orange Tree productions he’s previously 
programmed including Deborah Bruce’s 
domestic drama The Distance and the 
revival of George Bernard Shaw’s 
Widowers ’Houses. 

He calls the new season ‘a classic 
Orange Tree mix’ and if there’s any 
pressure to replicate the kind of success 
that’s already been achieved, Miller 


insists he’s fine with it. ‘It’s a nice 
pressure to have, but of course, nothing 
will be like Pomona so nothing will 
follow the same path, nor would you 
ever want to get into a routine,’ he says. 

The new plays in the first season of 
2016 are by a pair of talented emerging 
playwrights; Chris Urch’s The Rolling 
Stone (14 January to 20 February) is a 
drama about the struggles of a gay man 
in Uganda, while Brad Birch’s The Brink 
(7-30 April) is, according to Miller, a 
‘very funny, compelling and disturbing 
story about a young 
school teacher’. They 
are joined in the 
programme by revivals 
of another early Shaw 
play, The Philanderer 
(12 May to 25 June), 
and a relatively more 
recent work, German 
Skerries (3 March to 2 April), by Putney 
resident Robert Holman, which was first 
performed in the 70s. 

‘I’ve been a long-term fan of 
Robert’s, but he’s also very influential on 
younger playwrights,’ says Miller. 

‘It seemed important to stage one of his 
early plays, and this is a seminal one, 
which was on at the Bush in 1977. It 
continues a sequence of things we’re 
doing which is looking at the 
neglected early work of important 
contemporary writers.’ 

The desire to give recent plays a 
second life is one that Sean Holmes, 
Artistic Director over at Hammersmith’s 
Lyric Theatre, shares. He will direct the

first show in the theatre’s 2016 season, a 
revival of Herons (15 January to 13 
February) by the venue’s Artistic 
Associate Simon Stephens. This edgy 
play about how inner city kids can get 
trapped in a cycle of violence, and 
featuring a cast of young actors, was first 
seen at the Royal Court back in 2001 and 
Holmes is confident it’s ripe for 
restaging. ‘I saw the play when it was 
first on and loved it,’ he says. ‘I’m now a 
good friend of Simon’s, but that was my 
first introduction to his writing. It blew 
me away with its honesty and passion.’ 

The fact that the cast is made up 
mainly of youngsters means Herons 
provides a neat follow-up to the hugely 
successful production of Bugsy Malone , 
which also had a cast of young 
performers, that packed out the Lyric in 
2015. The focus on youth, Holmes tells 


me, is no accident. The theatre recently 
opened its state of the art extension, the 
Reuben Foundation Wing, which will as 
the months and years go on, allow its 
education and outreach work to flourish. 

4 Bugsy Malone was a great showcase for 
showing how we are expanding our work 
with young people and Herons is doing 
something similar, albeit in a very 
different way,’ adds Holmes. 

Putting a Lyric season together, he 
says, relies on programming shows that 
have a ‘contrasting energy’ and with that 
very much in mind, Herons will be >

followed by a return of the critically 
acclaimed version of A Midsummer 
Nights Dream (19 February to 19 March) 
that was a hit back in 2011, packed as it 
is with anarchic action and music. 

After Dream , there’s another change 
of energy in the shape of Pleasure (11-14 
May) and 4.48 Psychosis (23-28 May), 
two Royal Opera House productions that 
will be on show in W6 due to 
refiirbishments in taking place in Covent 
Garden. ‘It’s great for the Opera House 
audience to experience the Lyric, but we 
are also getting the Lyric audience to 
experience opera and see what they 
make of it,’ Holmes says. 


Also bringing in work from outside is 
the Lyric’s near neighbour The Bush. 

The theatre, which is now firmly 
established in its home in the old 
Shepherd’s Bush library, is currently 
preparing to welcome Pink Mist (21 
January 21 to 13 February), a play by 
Owen Sheers about soldiers returning 
from Afghanistan, that was first seen at 
the Bristol Old Vic. 

‘We’re really excited about having 
Pink Mist on at the Bush,’ says Artistic 
Director Madani Younis. ‘There are a lot 
of plays that respond to the idea of 
returning servicemen and women from 
war, but with Pink Mist the idea of how 
the story is told and how its physicalised 
makes it an exceptional piece of theatre. 
It’s a beautiful piece of writing with 
a beautiful poetry and lyricism to 
the work.’ 

After Pink Mist comes Right Now (23 
March 23 to 16 April), a character-driven 
relationship drama, written by Catherine - 
Anne Toupin and directed by Michael 
Boyd, that Younis is reluctant to talk too 
much about in case he gives away any 
spoilers. It’s a co-production between the 
Bush, Edinburgh’s Traverse Theatre and 


Bath’s Ustinov Studio and what Younis 
does say is that working with other 
theatres is a vital part of the Bush’s ethos 
and ongoing plans. ‘I came to the Bush 
having worked in the regions for a 
number of years and the opportunity to 
share work from across the country is 
really important,’ he adds. 

So, from gritty new writing to fresh 
takes on classic plays via a little bit of 
opera, there’s plenty to go and see in the 
coming months - the buzz around west 
London’s theatre scene doesn’t look like 
fizzling out anytime soon.

W hen Robert and Eve 

Thornhill bought their new 
build property in East 
Sheen three years ago, they 
had to look past the dated interiors and 
inefficient, environmentally unfriendly 
technology. The property had previously 
been rented out for over a decade, and 
had not been well maintained. Despite its 
former design as a ‘bachelor pad’, the 
Thornhills, who have two young 
children, could see its potential. 

‘The original house built in 2000 had 
a bit of a 90s feel to the interior with 
lots of high-gloss finishes, glass walls 
and a curved stainless steel staircase,’ 
says Robert. ‘The 
interior had not aged 
well and looked 
incredibly dated. We 
loved the property 
itself though, it is an 
amazing, modem space 
filled with light. We 
felt, given the lateral 
space and general layout, that with a few 
tweaks we could turn it into an incredible 
family home. The challenge was to find 
someone who could design and build 
quite a lot of disparate elements and fit 
them into the existing structure.’ 

Having had ‘less than perfect 
experiences with some builders in the 
past’ and having found co-ordinating 
different teams of specialist tradesmen 
tricky, Robert and Eve decided they 
wanted just one company to undertake as 
much of the project as possible. 

Enter Holloways of Ludlow, bespoke 
kitchens and furniture specialists, which 


has a showroom close to Mortlake 
station. ‘One day I was walking past and 
decided to pop in and see if they might 
be interested in the project,’ says Robert. 

‘In a piece of spectacular luck on my 
part, the person I marched up to in their 
office was Martin Smith, the soon to be 
award-winning designer! Within an hour 
he was at our house mnning his keen eye 
over the place. We knew right away that 
we wanted this guy to help us.’ 

Robin and Eve’s impressive kitchen 
that Smith designed, picked up the 
coveted ‘Ultimate Kitchen Design of 
Year’ accolade at the 2015 Designer 
Kitchen & Bathroom Awards. ‘We 
wanted a striking 
kitchen with adjoining 
bar that integrated 
seamlessly into our 
open-plan home, 
bespoke joinery and a 
new staircase on the 
ground floor,’ says 
Robert. 

‘The kitchen design itself blurred the 
lines between furniture and kitchen 
design, and integrated seamlessly into the 
open-plan home,’ says Smith. ‘After 
taking references for orientation from 
existing structural pillars in the space, I 
designed an angled island and cabinetry 
to improve the flow and light circulation.’ 

Smith used LCDA Concrete for the 
large format tiles and worktops in both 
the kitchen and bar. ‘To create contrast, I 
designed matt oiled stave oak with 
exposed ply edges for the cabinetry, 
which was also mirrored on the near-by 
stairs,’ says the designer. >

Work on the property began in June 
2014 and was completed by December 
2014. The Thornhills rented a house 
nearby during the renovations as the 
project involved work to most key areas 
and facilities of the house. ‘We’ve done 
the living in a dusty building site thing in 
the past, and if you can possibly avoid it 
I would recommend it!’ says Robert. 

On the second floor, the team at 
Holloways of Ludlow designed a new 
corridor to include a 
new master bathroom, 
dressing room and 
children’s bedroom. 

They also advised 
Robert and Eve on ‘the 
more mundane areas of 
a build, such as the 
underfloor heating.’ 

‘It was so nice to be 
able to trust Martin’s 
eye for space and 
layout, as well has his 
technical knowledge and 
understanding of detail,’ 
says Robert. ‘How may 
people are there out 
there that can advise you 
on the possibility of using trench heaters 
to deal with a very specific heating 
problem and at the same time help you 
to pick out uber cool concrete lamp 
shades for your kitchen? Not many.’ 

It certainly is a stylish family home 
and Robert credits wife Eve and Smith 
for taking care of the contemporary 
interior decor. ‘Martin was very engaged 
in term of colours, finishes and so on, 
but Eve had the final word on 
everything. It was quite a collaborative 
process in the end.’

JR/ 4^9 already had some 
lovely furniture 
and art, says Smith. 
‘So the remaining 
furnishing feature 
to add in was the 
lighting. Our 
Holloways of 
Ludlow shops are a 
fantastic resource 
for any designer. I 
just picked out 

some options that I would choose for my 
own home and Robert and Eve loved 
them also. In fact I have the Copper 
Evergreen Pendant over my own dining 
table at home! 

The colourful art that adorns the walls 
of the East Sheen abode includes 
paintings from Canadian-born, Wales- 
based artist William Brown. ‘Eve and I 
saw a piece of his work hanging in a 
restaurant in Monmouthshire some years 
ago and were able to find the local 
gallery that dealt in his work,’ says 


Robert. ‘The room needs some big and 
colourful pieces of art, to take the edge 
off of the cooler more subtle tones of the 
concrete tiles and polished plaster wall.’ 

The Thornhills couldn’t be happier 
with the end result: ‘I look round the 
house literally every day and am blown 
away that I live there, says Robert. ‘We 
all adore the place. That includes the 
kids of course, one of whom currently 
spends quite a lot of the time hurtling 
round the ground floor in his roller 
skates! Holloways turned it into the 
house we felt it had the potential to be. 

‘Everyone at Holloways was great, 
especially Vlad and Alex who were in 
charge of the build itself. Vlad took pride 
in making sure everything was done to a 
high standard. He’s also the only man I’ve 
seen pick up a tumble dryer and carry it 
single handed across a room! Respect.’ 
Holloways of Ludlow’s refurbished kitchen 
showroom opens on 26 January 2016.

Trips to Shakespeare's 
are a world away from the 
learning of yestei 


HISTORY LESSON 

How different is the modern day classroom compared to 100 years 
ago - and does it prepare our children for what lies ahead? 

Words SOPHIE STEAD 


T here are currently 1.9 billion 

children growing up around the 
globe, and these children will 
need to be equipped to face the 
many challenges that come their way. 
We are all aware of how much society 
and the demands on individuals have 
changed over the last century. The 
advent of computer technology means 
that we live in a global community, able 
to connect with people on the other side 
of the world and access information in 
seconds. Examined in this light, it is 
worth reflecting that despite 
revolutionary changes in industry and in 
our day to day lives, it appears that not 
that much has changed in the classroom 
since the Industrial Revolution. 
Blackboards and slates might have been 
replaced with whiteboards and tablets, 
but on the whole the format and content 
remains the same. 

One hundred years ago, a teacher 
would have been a highly revered figure 
delivering facts and figures for students 
to write down and regurgitate. Rote 
learning, even in more ‘creative’ 
subjects, was considered a sign of a 
successful education. Analysing 
Shakespeare’s use of the stage was less 


important than being able to reel off 
whole passages of his plays. However, in 
the 21 st century with the rise in creative 
and technology industries we need 
students not only to be able to read and 
write, but to be fluent in the language of 
technology, questioning what’s in front 
of them and how we can keep breaking 
new ground. 

Thankfully, in the 
UK, we have come a 
long way from this 
old-fashioned rote 
learning model. The 
relationship between 
the student and the 
teacher is becoming 
more collaborative and teachers are 
encouraged to instil passion and 
creativity - asking students to take 
control of their study and develop an 
independence in their learning. Students 
are encouraged to question, build and 
test, and an important step forward has 
been the developing popularity of peer to 
peer learning. Whereas collaborative 
learning encourages students to learn 
with each other, peer to peer learning has 
been a growing trend encouraging 
students to learn from each other. 


These new methods of teaching have 
seen the boundaries between teacher and 
pupil changing, creating an interactive 
classroom, much more in keeping with 
the style of working that students will be 
expected to engage in after school and 
university. Despite technological 
progression, we’ve found that the 
demand for excellent teachers to impart 
information in an 
engaging way very 
much remains alive. 

Schools are under 
increasing pressure to 
ensure they prepare 
their students for 
careers and jobs that 
are outside the scope of our imagination 
- no mean feat. If we can’t accurately 
predict what challenges our children will 
be facing in the world of work, the one 
thing we can do is to provide them with 
as much confidence and strength of 
independent thought as possible.

T hey certainly know how to keep 
the kids quiet at Thalatta. Eating 
at the seaside resort the night of 
our arrival, we are told that there 
are some 40 little ones at the resort - and 
we don’t hear a peep until a rather hardy 
double act appear in the distance, with a 
horde of remarkably well behaved 
children in tow. They are kept so 
entertained that, I have to admit, my wife 
and I went to bed before them... 

It’s a sign of how Thalatta goes above 
and beyond the ordinary. It’s quite a 
journey to reach the resort - up and 
down the mountains of Agia Sofia - but 
once there you are whisked into your 
own little world of luxury. A member of 
Small Luxury Hotels of the World, 
Thalatta Seaside Hotel offers 44 rooms 
and six luxury suites. The layout is very 
simple to get around, and the first hotel 
beach library in the world was certainly 
a USP with a difference. 

‘Greece? Guaranteed heatwave...’ So 
said my barber when I had a trim the day 
before my trip. Of course, after our first 


night’s good sleep we woke up to dense 
cloud and, amazingly, a chill in the air, 
so the ideal time to test out the Thalatta 
spa. It’s small, but no less impressive 
when it comes to their services. The 
Cleopatra treatment certainly sounded 
grand, but we opted for the luxury 
massage, which was the perfect 
precursor to an afternoon nap. 

The weather on days two and three 
was no better, so it was time to get out 
and about to investigate the surrounding 
area. At first you feel that Thalatta is 
rather isolated, but we hopped on a 
couple of bikes and took a spin around, 
encountering plenty of quaint bars, the 
odd restaurant, and one particularly 
adorable cat. Day three saw us head up 
into the mountains and try out some 
traditional cooking with local resident 
Kyra. Now, not being the most blessed 
when it comes to kitchen prowess, this 
trip filled me with more than a little 
trepidation. I had nothing to fear: Kyra 
was absolutely lovely, the perfect host 
(I don’t know many, if any, people in 


London who’d happily say to me ‘go and 
look around the house, have a nap, make 
yourself comfortable’). We learnt to 
cook, with mixed results, vegetables 
filled with rice, spinach and feta pie 
(amazing), and tzatziki, something I’d 
never fancied until I actually knew what 
went into it. Socrates, our hotel

Thalatta. One word: superb. For the first 
couple of nights, we enjoyed the buffet 
dinner, which was the perfect way to 
enjoy the cooking on offer at Thalatta as 
it meant you could mix and match to 
your heart’s content. Once the weather 
improved, we had the opportunity to eat 
at Asado, an adults-only part of the 
complex where you can enjoy some 
Greek fine dining or simply enjoy a 
cocktail looking out to sea. The meal we 
had there would not have been out of 
place at any London Michelin-starred 
restaurant: Karen’s seafood paella was so 
fresh we were convinced they popped 
down to the sea after we ordered, and 
my duck and wild cherry was possibly 
my favourite dish of the past year, home 
and away. Its quality was matched at the 
beachside seafood restaurant, where we 


ventured for lunch 
the next day. The 
tapas-style menu 
encouraged us to 
plump for five 
dishes, which we 
were calmly assured 
were small and manageable. Clearly 
small has another meaning here: the 
dishes were worthy mains on their own, 
but that didn’t stop us from gorging on 
grilled sardines, 
fabulously large 
shrimp and calamari. 

We can’t rate the food 
highly enough. 

By day four the 
weather started 
behaving itself as my 
barber said it would, 
so we took the opportunity to go on a 
boat trip. Skopelos, which you can see in 
the distance from the room, was our 
destination, arguably the one Greek 
island that hasn’t been completely 
changed by commercialism. A green, 
lush island, it has lots of little enclaves

and beaches, and we stopped off on two 
and soaked up the sun, whilst taking in 
some local culture. Friendliness was 
paramount, it has to be said. Seeing a 
couple of wild cats looking worse for 
wear, we asked a local ex-pat about any 
help we could contact - and were 
delighted to learn that she worked part- 
time at a cats’ protection group. 

The last couple of days saw 
temperatures rise, so time to relax by one 
of Thalatta’s pools,

terrific service 

throughout our stay (kudos go to MD 
Dimitris Dokoros who was constantly on 
the go checking if every guest was 
happy). As we ordered another Fix - 
sounds so wrong, but worry not this was 
the local beer - it’s clear that everybody 
is kept well entertained at Thalatta.
